Hakes a Tour of the Santa Catulinu 


Islands—Visits Los Angeles and 


San Diego. 


The Santa Catalina Islands 


As mentioned in the previous arti- 


cle, we planned to devote the after- 
noon to the Submarine Gardens. 
With a boat the bottom of which was 
glass seven-eighths of an incR thick, 
our novel excursion began. 
To de- 


scribe the field that lay beneath us in 
sight, will be impossible. The water 
was transparent, and to a depth 
greater than fifty feet, all animal 
and vegetable life was very distinct. 


Chief among the \egetation was 


the seaweed known as Kelp, a brown 
plant fastened upon the pebbles on 
the ocean floor, and by means of 
many 
tiny onion-like floats, \\as 


buoyed up in the water so as to lep- 
resent a tall tree or shrub waving 
about in the water, as the grain in 
the field undulates m response to 
the gentle breezes. 
Where these 


plants had been cashed ashore, a 
study could have been made of the 
same; but usually the nauseating 
odor was repelling, and after picking 
a few of the saline covered floats as 
souvenirs, this valiiable economical 
plant was forgotten by the average 
tourist. The ashes of the plant are 
used in the manufacture of glass, 
while the dried product yields about 
eight pounds of Iodine to the ton. 


, Potassium chloride is another com- 


mercial product and soda for soap 
making was once derived from it, be- 
fore "the cheaper production of the 
same from salt. 


Acres of this plant sheltered the 


schools of Golden Geribaldi Perch, 
Electric Fish, Rock Bass, Craw Fish- 
es and plant life. 
(The names of the 


fish, are those received from the boat- 
man. I am not aware if they can be 
depended upon as reliable names. I 
could not find a work that identified 
them or corresponded to my notes 
taken, as we saw them leisurelj glide 
about among the "trees ") 


Sea Urchins (Phylum—Bchinoder- 


mata, meaning "poicupine skin;" 
Genus—Arbacia) apple shaped, about 
two inches in diameter and brown in 
color, lay in a mass of spines, usually 
clinging to the rocks. 
Hundreds of 


beautiful purplish brown Sea Anemo- 
nes lay motionless, and would have 
been taken for plants of exquisite 
beauty save for the numerous ten- 
tacles 
of paralyzing power 
that 


moved about slowly. 
Crustaceans, 


mollusks and fishes paralyzed by 
these organs serve them with daily 
food without their going in search of 
it. Sea Violets, Sea Cucumbers, Bal- 
loon Sponges, Mosses and Pansies 
made the garden beneath the sea 
most enviable. 
This sight must be 


seen to be appreciated, and only those 
who are well versed in marine biology 
should be depended upon for accurate 
and interesting information. Intel- 
ligent people were with us, but oh 
how much more we would have learn- 
ed 
had 
Agassiz 
been along, or 


Thoreau or Haeckel or one of the 
many naturalists ot this piesent da>. 
The uneducated eye sees and jet sees 
not one of the hundred interesting 
things in nature, as it passes along 
About three hours in these waters en- 
couraged our interest in nature work, 
and then we began our climb to the 
summit of the hilly and mountainous 
island to see the sun set. 


A very winding trail for miles di- 


rected us up beside deep canons cov- 
ered in spots with Jeep green verdure 
where sheep pasui ft 
1 up over hills 


with narrow "baci.^ 
covered with 


blooming cactus and bounding sheep 
to the top just in time 
Gazing into 


the splendor of the illuminating rays 
of deep and fanciful red, coveimg a 
circle several times larger than any 
previously seen and so much richer 
can only be remembered as a dream 
With our backs to the West, and 
peering out over the misty &ea home- 
ward, a strange image presented it- 
self apparently several miles before 
us. Two tall, steeple-like human be- 
ings stood out there in the mist in 
a pinkish gray. On the earth, I was 
standing to the right of companion 
Hoover; but out in the ocean or 
above'-1 it, he was placed to the right 
of me. 
We could scarcely believe 


our own eyes, as our perverted but 
upright forms moved as we did and 
then 'dunk into the unknown as the 
sun crept below the horizon.

The main structures include an ad- 


ministration, dining-room and ward 
buildings. 
In addition there are 


twenty cottage units. 
The capacity 


of the Sanatorium with the present 
buildings is 340 patients which will 
eventually be increased by additional 
wards. 
Provision has been made in 


;he plans for three more of these 
without necessitating 
any Increase 


In the dining-room or administration 
buildings. 


Architecturally the new institution 


is handsome in design. The English 
half timber effect chosen has given 
opportunity for the use of a beautiful 
reddish yellow stone quarried on the 
State property. 
This in connection

This promises to be a feature ol 


the legislative" program of the Demo- 
cratic 
63rd 
Congress. 
Questions 


asked by witnesses before the Ways 
and Means Committee indicated that 
meats would be placed on the free 
list as well as sugar. An income tax 
to make up for the loss of revenue 
from the tax on sugar and meat will 
soon come into existence as a result 
of the ratification by the necessary 
three-fourths of the states of the pro- 
posal to amend the constitution. 


Removal of the tax on meat and 


sugar will mean quite a saving to the 
consumers. 
The wholesale price of 


standard granulated sugar averages 
two cents a pound less in London, 
where there is no tax on sugar, than 
in New York. 
The cables have fre- 


quently reported that American beef 
on which transportation has been 
paid across the Atlantic was being 
sold on the block in London for two 
cents a pound less than in New York. 


Naturally the sugar trust and the 


beef trust will "not approve a policy 
of free sugar and free meat, but the 
sugar trust and the beef trust is not 
n the saddle in Washington as here- 
tofore.

maintaining highways to be sound,

funds 


•raised by taxation are apt to flow in- 
to other channels. 
Seldom if ever 


-has it not been necessary for the 
•Governor to cut down the appropria- 
tions made by the Legislature in 
order to keep the expenditures within 
the income of the commonwealth. 


If the Legislature can so regulate 


matters to prevent graft and the 
money's being expended for political 
purposes, we believe the bond issue 
^should be authorized, for the value 
•of good roads to our farmers can 
liardly be estimated. 
Right now, on 


•many of the roads of this county it is 
impossible to haul anything like a 
load, and in some places it is almost 
impossible to pass over the roads at 
all. 


Tf the matter is again passed by 


the Legislature, which is very likely, 
the amendment will be submitted to 
the voters of the State, and we be- 
lieve it should be approved, hoping,

honestly expended. But if we are to

A Puzzling Trick. 


Take a piece of writing paper about 


three inches square and with a lend 
pencil, the point of which has been 
dipped in water, draw a circle, a 
square, a triangle or any other geo- 
metrical figure.

the canker crusts with lukewarm wa- 
ter, gently remove and apply powdered 
boracic acid 'Once a day until cured. 


Q. "Will I get a better layer by cross- 


ing Single Comb White Leghorns with 
White Orpingtons? A. No. The White 
Orpingtons are one-third White Leg- 
horns, one-third Black Hamburg and 
one-third White Dorking. Don't waste 
time spoiling two good breeds to make 
a worse chicken. 


Q. What is*a serration? 'A. A point 


on a rooster's comb. 


Q. I have a Wyandotte cock bird I 


wish to show, but find two of his main 
tail feathers are broken off. How long 
will it take the stubs of these feathers 
to drop out and new ones to grow in? 
The show is nine weeks off. A. No 
telling when the old stubs will drop 
out. Better, pull at once, and the new 
feathers will grow full size in six to 
eight weeks. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
A farmer at Wilkesbarre, Pa., was 


arrested by the sealer of weights and 
measures for giving short weight on 
chickens, but was released after trial 
because the court didn't believe he 
meant to cheat, though the weight 
was wrong. 
There are lots of anti- 


quated scales, many of them out of 
gear, and we advise our friends to get 
their scales tested lest they make a 
mistake and thus lose their reputa- 
tions. 
This includes the town mer- 


chant as well as the rurallte. Better 
study the law in your state for weights 
and measures and scales, for in some 
states the use of certain scales is for- 
bidden. 


A California vacuum cleaner agent 


on being turned down everywhere turn 
ed the machine loose in a field full of 
grasshoppers. It cleaned 'em right up. 
All the farmers now are doin' it. Re- 
cently near Newman, Cal., a two horse 
team was seen following the cleaners.

How 
many know the story of the little Brit- 
ish bugler who accompanied' Colonel 
Rennie's column in the disastrous ad- 
vance against General Jackson's iu- 
trenchments at New Orleans a hun- 
dred years ago? 


A withering fire of cannon and mus- 


ketry greeted the British troops as 
they chi-rged the American redoubt—a 
fire that for deadly accuracy has rare- 
ly been equaled. 


The young bugler at once climbed 


into a small tree and straddled a limb. 
From this conspicuous position he con- 
tinned to sound the vibrant call to the 
charge. Cannon bails aud bullets killed 
scores of men beneath him and even 
tore away branches of the tree in j 
which he sat. But above the thunder 
of the artillery, the rattling of mus- 
ketry r.nd all the din of strife the shrill 
music, blown with all the power of the 
little fellow's lungs, rose unceasing. 


Colonel Ilennie and most of the regi- 


mental officers fell, mortally wounded: 
the shattered ranks began to fall back. 
But the bugler still blew the charge 
with undiminished vigor. 


At last, when the British had en- 


tirely abandoned the field, one of the 
American soldiers ran out from the 
lines, took the youngster prisoner and 
brought him into camp.

AS WORKERS. 


Without 
Them 
Burma's Teakwooci 


Trade Would Languish. 


Since 1886 the export of teakwood 


from Burma has increased enormous 
ly; but; despite the phenomenally, high 
price of the wood, it woul'd ndt""be 
profitable to work it, even in these 
days, without, the elephant. 
In this 


trade the Burmese elephants, massivt- 
animals whose strength is almost uu 
limited, are seen at their best as beasr- 
of burden. 


From the time when the forest areii.- 


are purchased, before the trees art 
felled, to the hour of export on tin- 
ocean going vessels at the port on ^ the 
Indian ocean the elephant is the mair 
worker. 
Far away in the malarial 


swamps and almost impenetrable jun 
gles this majestic beast first tramps 
down a passage through the under- 
growth. Then, guided by his Indian 
keeper's 
prong, the elephant com- 


mences his arduous labor of draggius 
the felled trees to the river, whence 
they are conveyed by raft down coun- 
try to the sawmills. 


These enormous trees, untritntnecl 


and cumbrous, are sometimes dragged 
up and down the jungle aud mountain 
forest pathways en route to the rivet 
with rare precision.. At the 
mills 


again the work of packing and stack 
ing is done exclusively by elephants. 
When the trees are sawed into lengths 
the elephants do the piling, bringing 
the huge planks from the sheds anil 
arranging them in an orderly manner 
in numbered piles.—-Argonaut.

Text of the Lesson, Gen. vi, 9-12; vii, 


11-24—Memory Verses; Gen. vii, 12- 
14—Golden Text, Rom. vi, 23—Com- 
mentary Prepared by Rev. D. M.

In the end of chapter iv we see the 


descendants of Cain getting on in the 
world, building cities, inventing musi- 
cal instruments, working in brass and 
iron and improving things generally, 
!>ut not with the blessing of the Lord, 
aor any acknowledgment of Him. The 
outcome of such disobedience is seen 
in chapter vi, 5, 12, "All flesh had cor- 
rupted his way upon the earth." In 
chapter v we see the line of Abel or 
Seth, who took Abel's place as a pro- 
genitor of the race, but there is noth- 
ing written of any of them on the -line 
of world improvement. 
It is written 


of Enoch, the seventh from Adam, and 
of Noah that they "walked with God" 
(Gen. v, 22, 24; vi, 9), but what it cost 
them to do so and the worldliness 
which they condemned by their lives 
aud their testimony may be inferred 
from Jade 14-16 and Heb. xl. 7. 


So it went on, the godly few and the 


ungodly crowd, for about 1,060 years 
until the time of our lesson, when God 
saw that the wickedness of man was 
great in .the earth .and every imagina- 
tion of .the thoughts of Ms heart was 
only evil continually. He -was there- 
fore compelled to change His method 
with man, remove the race from the 
earth, and begin anew with Noah and 
Ms family,. God never repents in the 
sense of changing His mind about any- 
thing,, .for "known .unto, God, are all 
His -works from the beginning of the 
world" (Num..xxiii; 19; Acts xv, 18). 
We change our minds and then act 
differently. God at certain times, be- 
fore appointed, takes a different line 
of action, but always knew that He 
would.

ings (chapter vi, 6). Nothing has ever 
taken place on earth or ever will take 
place that God has not foreseen from 
all eternity and prepared for, and the 
end He has In view He will surely 
reach in His time and way in spite of 
the devil and all his demons and his 
hosts of human followers. As it was 
in these first centuries so it has beeu 
ever since and will be till the king- 
dom comes. The world lieth in the 
wicked one, -who is the prince and god 
of tMs world. 
In matters political, 


commercial and religious he" Is the 
leader, and the crowds unconsciously 
follow him. 


Those who believe and follow Jesus 


Christ are about like Noah and his 
family compared with the multitudes. 
This ark which Noah builded was to 
preserve all -who were in it. 
Joche- 


bed's ark was" to preserve the babe 
she placed in it. The ark of the cove- 
nant was to preserve the tables of tes 
timony. These are the three arks of 
Scripture and all suggestive of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in whom alone 
there is safety. 
As in the story of 


Cain and Abel, he who accepts God's 
way Is accepted, but the rejector is re- 
jected. The people who helped Noah 
to build the ark knew all about the 
ark, but all perished who were not in 
the ark. A good knowledge of the Bi- 
ble will not avail, nor a knowledge of 
God's plan of salvation.,nor a knowl- 
edge about God and Christ. The sinner 
must receive Christ or truly come to 
Him and take refuge in Him. God 
Himself and He alone was the archi- 
tect of Noah's ark and of Moses' taber- 
nacle and of the temple of Solomon. 
They had only to go by the plan. Sal- 
vation is of th£ Lord from start to 
finish, and the one only thing we can 
do and that God asks of us is accept 
what He has provided without qups 
tlon.

In 1849 Edward Poindexter left his 


home In the east and his ladylove, El- 
len Crane, to join the gold hunters in 
California. She received several letters 
from him, the last at the beginning of 
the new year, the midyear of the nine- 
teenth century. In this letter Poindex- 
tersaid: "I shall send you a valentine, 
calculating to mail It so that it shall 
reach you on the 14th of February.

STATE HIGHWAY NOTES 


Information 
Concerning 
Construc- 


tion of Thoroughfares. 


Harrisburg, January 28—It is not 
the intention to omit from the pro- 
gram for highway legislation in the 
General Assembly of 1913 provision 
for the construction of highways by 
state-aid, which has been a feature 
of the constructive work of this 
branch of the state government foi 
the past nine years 
During meet- 
ings of various organizations in this 
city in the last fortnight fears were 
expressed that this method of con- 
struction might be f'one away -nith 
but assurance has b'-en given in au- 
thoritative quarters that due allow- 
ance for state-aid is to be made 


It was said on seveial occasions 
during the recent meetings that the 
object of highwa\ legislation this 
session would be solely for the con- 
struction 
and maintenance of the 
main state highways designated by 
th3 act of 1911. 
This is not the case. 
The plan is to build such highways 
out of the proceeds of the $50,000,- 
000 bond issue, which appears to be 
generally 
favored throughout the 
state, as the most economical and 


satisfactory method of securing the 
money for this purpose. The state 
highways being thus provided for 
will not interfere in any way with 
the state-aid work or the distribution 
of funds "to townships for local road 
improvement or as bonus for aboli- 
tion of the archaic work tax. 


In the act of 1911 a specific appro- 
puation of $1,000,000 was made for 
the building of roads by state-aid, 
the commonwealth to bear fifty per 
cent, of the cost and the remainder 
to be divided between the county ap- 
plying for state-aid and the township 
or borough where the road was to be 
built 
This plan it is purposed to 
preserve and to make a liberal ap- 
propriation to carry it on. Over 400 
applications for state-aid were made 
dining 1912, and it is expected, from 
the interest displayed in a number 
of counties, that fully as many may 
be made dm ing 1913. 
The enact- 
ment of the bond issue amendment 
to the constitution would really do 
much toward a more liberal policy 
in state-aid and in assistance to iocal 
districts, for it would relieve the Leg- 
islature of the necessity of providing 
for the main state highway construc- 
tion out of the current revenues of 
the commonwealth.
